For Atom Ban

Khrushchev offered today to ac 
copt a Western proposal for a ban 
on nuclear tests above ground and 
underwater — provided the West 
agrees to sign a nonagressior 
treaty between the Soviet bloc 
and the NATO powers 
Khrushchev's offer seemed to 
inject a new element into the long 
deadlocked 
Geneva negotiations 
for a nuclear test ban. 
He said the Soviet Union, faced 
by unacceptable Western demands 
for or-site inspections, would be 
prepared to sign a treaty evad 
mg the whole inspection issue 
This would be a ban on nu­ 
clear tests on the surface, in the 
atmosphere, in outer space and 
underwater 
U would impose no 
ban on tests underground These 
in the Western view, would require 
on site inspections. 
Such a partial ban has long 
been suggested by the West in 
the Geneva talks, but hitherto 
was firmly rejected by the Soviet 
Union as a trick for secret de­ 
velopment of new nuclear weap­ 
ons through continuation of under­ 
ground tests 
But Khrushchev linked his offer 
with an East-West nonaggression
